WASHINGTON (AP) -Donald H. 


Segretti, political dirty trickster 
financed by Nixon campaign funds, has 
become the third Watergate figure to 
plead guilty and agree to cooperate with 
federal prosecutors. 


In a brief appearance in U.S. District 


Court Monday, Segretti, 32-year-old 
California lawyer, pleaded guilty to 
three misdemeanor charges stemming 
from his activities during the 1972 
Democratic presidential primary in 
Florida. 


Outside the courthouse later, Segretn 


was asked how he felt and he replied, 
"Obviously I don't look upon it with any 
great delight .... I certainly regret my 
involvement." 


U.S. District Court Judge Gerhard A. 


Gesell deferred sentencing. The 
maximum penalty for each of the three 
charges is one year in jail and a SI ,000 
fine. 


Gesell ordered sealed a letter from 


special Watergate prosecutor Archibald 
Cox to Victor Sherman of Los Angeles, 
Segretti's attorney. It outlined the det- 
ails of the agreement under which 
Segretti agreed to cooperate. 


Neither Sherman nor Richard Davis of 


Cox's office would say why the details of 
the letter were kept secret. 


Segretti was indicted by a federal 


grand jury in Tampa on charges of 
conspiracy and of distributing political 
literature that failed to identify the or- 
ganizations or persons responsible for it. 


One of the items Segreui arranged to 


have distributed during the Florida 
primary was a letter on campaign stat- 
ionery of Sen. Edmund S. Muskie, 
DMame, which accused two other can- 
didates, Sens. Hubert H. Humphrey of 
Minnesota and Henry M. Jackson of 
Washington, of sexual misconduci. 


Another item was a card distributed at 


a rally for Gov. George C. Wallace of 
Alabama that read, "If you liked Hitler, 
you'll love Wallace ... Vote for Muskie." 


Segretti also received limited im- 


munity for testimony before the Senate 
Watergate committee. 


Two men alleged to have worked with 


Segretti in'Florida, Robert M. Benz of 
Tampa and Martin Kelly of Dade 
County, also were granted immunity for 
upcoming appearances before the com- 
mittee. 


Segretti, a college classmate of 


Dwight L. Chapin, former White House 
appointments secretary, allegedly 


received between $30,000 and $40,000 
from Herbert M. Kalmbach, former 
personal attorney and political fund 
raiser for President Nixon. 


Kalmbach told the Watergate com- 


mittee he gave the money to Segretti at 
the request of Chapin. 


In earlier court appearances, 


Frederick C. LaRue and Jeb Stuart 
Magruder, former Nixon campaign 
aides, pleaded guilty to conspiring to 
obstruct the investigation of the Water- 
gate break-in. 
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Escapees 
who killed 
6 caught 


FORT THOMAS, Ky. (AP) -Two 


prison escapees who police said killed 
six persons during a flight across Ken- 
tucky in stolen cars were captured early 
today. The victims included a minister 
and his two children. 


Police identified the two men as 


Wilmer Scott, 35, of Chattanooga, Tenn., 
and William Sloan, 24, of Louisville. 
They fled from custody in Lexington on 
Monday and were arrested shortly 
before 2 a.m. EDT at Fort Thomas, just 
across the Ohio River from Cincinnati. 


Scott and Sloan were held in the 


Campbell County jail, charged with 
willful murder. 


Police said that after Scott and Sloan 


escaped from custody, they forced a 
Lexington woman to d'rive them to her 
home, tied up her family and stole her 
car, a gun and some kitchen knives along 
with a small amount of money. 


Later, police said, they killed the 


minister and his two children at their 
Lexington home, then shot to death three 
persons at Fishers Mote! in Falmouth, 25 
miles south of here. 


The two men were arrested by Fort 


Thomas police who received a call 
reporting that Scott and Sloan were 
driving a car stolen from one of the 
victims at the motel. 


Police quoted one of the fugitives as 


saying after his arrest: "I killed three 
people in Lexington, too." 


The Lexington victims were identified 


as the Rev. John K. Barnes, 47, an 
Episcopal minister; his daughter, 
Francien P., 18; and his son, John E., 14. 


The victims in the motel were iden- 


tified as David and Monroe Sizemore of 
Hyden, Ky., and the motel manager, 
Elva Harper, 64, of Falmouth. 


Sgt. Jack Clifford of the Falmouth 


police said he thought the two forced 
Harper to epen the two rooms where the 
victims were and then started shooting. 
He said all were shot at close range in the 
back of their heads. 


Police said Scott was convicted at 


Lexington on an armed robbery charge. 
Last November he and Collins escaped 
while on a work detail and kidnapped a

Fielder, at knifepoint and forced her to 
drive them to Chattanooga. The two fled 
and were accused of abducting a girl at 
Meridien, Miss., prior to their arrest in 
New Orleans. 


WASHINGTON (AP) -The White 


House today imposed a mandatory 
allocation system "on wholesale supplies 
of propane gas and said a mandatory 
allocation system for home heating oil 
will put into effect "in the near future." 


John A. Love, director of the 


President's Energy Policy Office, said 
the mandatory allocation programs are 
necessary "to ensure that no home or 
hospital goes without adequate heat and 
no farm is without adequate propane" 
this winter. 


Love said the regulations for heating 


oil allocation would be announced and 
put into effect "in the near future." The 
propane allocation system was put into 
effect immediately. 


The mandatory allocation systems are 


based on the distribution pattern of the 
fuels during the past year, Love said. 


However, the allocation systems 


include provisions for priority distribut- 
ion to users in particular need, such as 
home heating in New England and the 
upper Midwest, where winters are 
severe. 


Love said the attempt to distribute 


fuels fairly by voluntary cooperation 
from the petroleum industry was a 
failure and that mandatory allocations 
are "necessary and appropriate on a 
short-term basis." 


But he said that fuel shortages are 


expected this winter "and perhaps over 
the next few years," hinting that "short 
term" may be a very flexible phrase. 


The fuel allocation plans do not 


directly affect the prices of the products 
involved, which are still under the Phase 
4 controls of the Cost of Living Council. 


Love said the programs would be ad- 


ministered by the Interior Department. 


He said some details of the heating oil 


program were not yet available but the 


decision to apply it was being announced 
"to let consumers and distributors know 
that positive action is being taken." 


An administration source has told The 


Associated Press that President Nixon 
had actually approved heating oil 
allocation two weeks ago but delayed 
action while reviewing the situation to 
see just how extensive allocations must 
be. 


The source said the allocations 


probably would not extend to gasoline 
and other non-oil products but probably 
would have to include the whole range of 
distillate oils, including diesel fuel, 
kerosene and jet fuel. 


A statement accompanying the 


propane program warns that supplies 
this winter will "probably be insuf- 
ficient to meet all market demands" and 
that "nonpnority users can expect to 
receive less than their full requirements 
and should plan accordingly." 


The propane program assigns priority 


in the distribution of propane according 
to the following list, from highest 
priority to lowest: Residential use; 
agricultural production; food process- 
ing; "buildings primarily utilized for 
housing medical and nursing patients"; 
industrial vehicles or equipment used in 
enclosed places; fire-fighting, police 
and other essential services; petroleum 
production and transmission operat- 
ions; commercial requirements con- 
suming no more than 15,000 gallons per 
year; "peak shaving, that is, addition of 
propane to normal pipeline gas to fulfill 
high demands, limited to amounts con- 
tracted for or purchased for delivery 
between Sept. 1,1972 and April 30,1973."

Weapons bill would cut manpower 


WASHINGTON (AP) -The Senate has 


approved a $21-billion weapons 
authorization bill that requires a 
156,100-raan reduction in military man- 
power and a partial pullback from 
overseas bases. 


But before Monday's 91 to 7 vote that 


sent the bill to conference with the 
House, senators rejected a $50Q-million 
cut that was offered as a weapon against 
inflation. 


By a 51 to 47 vote, the Senate first 


approved the reduction in spending 
authority. Minutes later, the action was 
overturned by an identical vote. 


Sens. Hubert H. Humphrey, D-Minn., 


and Robert C. Byrd, D-W.Va., sponsors 
of the reduction amendment, said the 
Defense Department should share in the 
cuts if the S268.7-billion spending ceiling 
for this fiscal year is to be upheld. 


Congress and Nixon have agreed to the 


ceiling as a tool in the war on inflation. 


But Sen. John C. Stennis, DMiss., 


chairman of the Armed Services Com- 
mittee, said the across-the-board cut 
would undo months of work put into the 
bill by the panei. 


Through the nine days of debate, 


sponsors of the committee biji argued 
that further cuts would jeopardize U.S. 
security and hinder impending negotiat- 
ions with the Soviet Union for arms and 


Small town stunned by plane crash 


STANFORD, Mont. (AP)-Everybody 


knows everybody else here. It's not 
much different than thousands of other 
small towns. And when tragedy strikes 
in places like Stanford, it hits almost 
every household. 


A Saturday evening plane trip, 


described by the sheriff as nothing more 
than a "joy nde," ended in a burning 
heap on a nearby mountainside. Eight 
people, all of whom grew up in this town 
of 500, were dead. 


"When eight people from a small 


community are killed at once, it's pretty 
somber," said Deputy Sheriff Ralph 
Gentry, describing the pall that has 
struck this rural town. 


Among the dead were a pilot who had 


flown a company-owned plane home for 
a visit, two college students home for the 
weekend and the county treasurer. 


"Thingsftre pretty quiet right now,'"S 


said Gentry. "All of the families are well 
known to everyone." 


On Wednesday, there will be one 


funeral service for two of the victims and 
a mass service for the other six at the 
Stanford High School auditorium. 


The eight had gone for the ride in a 


plane flown by Arthur Myliymaki, 22. He 
had ieft Stanford six months ago and 
moved to Phoenix, Ar;z . to work as a 
pilot for a construction firm. He had 
flown the Cessna 402 to Seattle on 
business. On his way back to Phoenix, 
Myliymaki had stopped off in Stanford. 


It could not be determined what 


brought the eight together on Saturday 
afternoon, but residents said all of them 
were friends. Judith Basin County 
Sheriff Charles 0. Loberg said everyone 
in Stanford was in some way connected 
with one of the victims. 


"The people just walk around in a 


daze," Loberg said. "lifelike they're in 


a trance. Six of the victims were 
graduates of Stanford High School. The 
other two *-ere juniors there.

Mountains near Stanford and burned. A

Sunday as the male-heavy British 
Broadcasting Corporation handed over 
one of its four radio channels to women 
for a "concentrated look at the situation 
of women in society." 


For more than 16 straight hours, a 


lineup of women artists, entertainers 
and government officials confidently 
described the achievements and 
problems of women. Conspicuous bv 
their absence were the m i l i t a n t 
members of the Women's Liberation 
Worksnop, Britain's largest feminist 
group. 


"The aay wasn't intended to be an 


expression of women's lib," explained 
Susanna Capon, the 29-year-old script 
editor in charge of Women's Day on the 
BBC's network. "It was rather a chance 
to show off women's talents." 


The high point of the day's programs 


wa» a 40-minute discussion on women's 
politics between Education Minister 
Marpitret Thatcher, the only woman in 
Printe Minister Edward Heath's 
cabinet, and the woman member of the 
Laber party's shadow cabinet.

Keep floor 
warm in 
winter

Q: I recently purchased a new con- 


dominium two-story apartment. My 
question is should I insulate under the 
first floor? I have a crawl space of about 
fwr feet in height. I feel the floor would 
Bfe warmer in winter. Do you agree? If 
SB, what type insulation? — Darien, 111. 


A: Agree 1,000 per cent. First step, 


however, should be a vapor barrier of 
aluminum foil under the floor to reflect 
any heat back up into the first floor. 
Under this, stapled to each side of the 
joists (beams under the floor) goes 
really thick (four to six inches) blanket 


, insulation. To make sure the insulation 
can't drop down, staple chicken wire 
across the bottom edges of the joists. If, 
however, you use the type of insulation 
which has aluminum foil on one side, 
this will save you the entire step of 
putting in the vapor barrier of fail 
beforehand. 


Q: Earlier in the spring, after a visit 


with the owner, I bought a small camp 
site which has a moderate size log cabin. 
?tow that we have moved in for summer 
weekends and vacation, I see quite a few 
JOBS to do. One of them is to keep out 
drafts between logs. What is a good way 
to plug all these joints? —Appleton. 


A: One widely accepted method is to 


ram regular oakum tightly into the 
joints (get this at boat yards). Then 
drive many large-headed rustproof 
roofing nails in irregular rows part way 
into the logs just outside the oakum. Mix 
up some concrete mortar and cram this 
tightly into the seams. The nails, 
sticking out, will help hold the mortar in 
place. 


Q: What type paint do you use for 


asbestos shingle siding? Also, why does 
seme of the siding turn dark, while other 
parts stay white, making a checker- 
board effect? —N. Tonawanda, N.Y. 


A; Any top-quality house paint can be 


used. If oil-base paint, first give the 
sidiag a soaking coat of boiled linseed 
oa^This will prevent dull or blotchy 
spots from forming. Don't use the oil ff 
you plan on latex type paint, which won't 
adhere well over an oil-soaked surface- 
Cause for the present checkerboard 
could be insufficient oil coat under 
oil-base paint. 


: Q: We have a growth every morning, 
which I clean up. But it's back again 
next morning. This is a growth that 
seems to come on top of the grass. It is 
like a flat plop, sort of crusty and cream 
colored. When broken, it is black inside. 
Whea I remove these each morning 
there is a dull spot and if I leave them, 
the grass dies and I have a bare spot. Is 
this a fungus of some kind and what can 
I do to get rid of it? Nobody else in the 
neighborhood has them. —Gardner, 
Mass.

Boulevard on E. College?

Lawrence University President Thomas Smith 


presented plans to city officials Monday for a 
divided, four-lane College Avenue through the 
university campus, coupled with the closing of 
two cross-streets in the area. 


But Smith opened and closed his remarks to the 


City Council's streets and sanitation committee 
with the statement that he was submitting "an 
idea that 1 hope is never implemented." 


The university, and many of its residential 


neighbors, are fighting proposals by the city 
public works department to widen the avenue to 
52 feet from Drew to Rankin Street next summer. 
So far they have won a promise that advice of 
consultants currently working to update the city's 
comprehensive plan will be considered before the 
project is given a final go-ahead next Jan. 1. 


The present comprehensive plan, adopted in 


1966, recommends replacing the avenue through 
the campus with a bypass route following 
Franklin Street along the north edge of the 
university area. 


Smith, in his comments to the committee and 


in a letter to city officials accompanying the 


divided, four-lane reconstruction proposal, 
explained it is the university's second choice after 
the bypass plan is considered. The planning 
consultants are expected by year-end to reveal 
whether they still favor the bypass concept. 


If they do, the City Council will have to decide 


whether to adopt the plan and prepare to carry it 
out. If the decision is against the bypass plan, the 
avenue reconstruction project would be con- 
sidered for next summer's construction program. 


The plan presented by Smith Monday calls for 


a 61-foot roadway between Drew and Lawe 
streets, bat omits recommendations for the 
stretch to the east from Lawe to Rankin, where 
Smith pointed out the university own: little land 
and does not expect to expand in the future. 


The 61-foot roadway would be divided by a 


landscaped boulevard, with 24-foot traffic lanes on 
each side. The university oifered to participate in 
maintaining the boulevard trees and shrubs. 


Traffic would be controlled to permit pedestrian 


crossings between Drew and Lawe, with the 
boulevard an added safety feature as well as a 
decorative device. Park and Union streets would 
be closed to cross-traffic at College. 


The committee had no immediate reaction to 


the proposal. The chairman. Aid. Orville Strutz 
(17th) asked the public works, traffic engineering 
and planning departments to study the plan and 
submit a recommendation to the committee in 
two weeks. Public Works Director Robert Miller 
said this morning the officials will seek to meet 
with university officials before making the report. 


Smith said in his letter that the proposal to 


close Park and Union streets was to have been 
presented several years from now. According to 
plans prepared for long-range campus develop- 
ment by Shattuck, Siewert & Associates, Inc., 
Neenah architects, the entire campus area from 
the Fox River to Franklin Street would be closed 
to through-vehicle traffic :n the future, if the citv 
closes College Avenue. 


The main entrance to the campus would be on 


Franklin Street, Smith said. The segment of 
Union south of College Avenue would be vacated 
entirely by the city. The segment between College 
and Washington — and eventually to Frankhn - 
would be blocked at College and left open initially 
for parking. Park Street would receive similar 
treatment.

School budget 
would up costs, 
but lower taxes

Appleton public school administra- 


tors presented a proposed 1974 operat- 
ing budget calling for expenditures of 
$13,625,751 Monday night. They said it 
is just over SI,000 below the state- 
allowed increase limit and would mean 
a school tax decrease. 


The proposal is nearly S2 million 


more than the current $11.7 million 
operating budget, but administrators 
said $1.1 million of the increase 
represents the estimated cost of paying 
teacher retirement and Social Security 
premiums paid by the state. 


District Administrator Orlyn Zieman 


said the administration had "cut more 
than we possibly would have in another 
year." Administrators consider the 
limited budget hike inadequate to 
maintain the educational program 
level. 


The board, meeting in its first 


special budget session, spent most of 
its time listening to detailed explana- 
tions by Dr. Kenneth Johnston, direc- 
tor of administrative services, and 
Bruce Weiland, comptroller, of how the 
state limit of $55 increase per student 
was fit into the Appleton school bud- 
get. 


Weiland went through the computa- 


tions, showing the 1973 budget expen- 
ditures and how the acceptable amount 
of increase for 1974 was obtained. He 
said that if the local district had paid

none was present when the citv adopted 
the code.

to meet with contractors three months 
ago and that these men were holding off 
on work projects until the meeting was 
called. He asked Loeser to set a date for 
a meeting and Loeser said he would 
when ready.

ing influence of the cost controls. He 
said he didn't like the cuts being 
made, but felt that the board's hands 
are tied by the controls. 


McKenzie disagreed, noting the

increases and contending it is too high. 
The budget proposal shows $588,000 for 
increases while the increase last year 
was about $400,000. He urged a read- 
justment of priorities. 


Zieman said that cutting salaries 


amounts to add programs didn't work 
because most costs of programs were 
salaries. 


McKenzie said salaries should be 


held down. "We're holding everything 
else in line...," he said. 


The budget session opened with 


Weiland outlining the computations for 
coming up with the allowed maximum 
increase for the 1974 budget's limited 
items. Portions of capital outlay, debt 
retirement, transportation and certain 
other items are not controlled by the 
state-imposed limits. 


Weiland said the state was allowing 


the district to increase its budget $55 
per pupil, but of this, S7.50 would be 
going toward the new local cost of 
teacher retirement and Social Security- 
employer's share of premiums. The 
actual cost of these two items — $1.1 
million —topped the $7.50 per pupil, but 
the board isn't forced to use that addi- 
tional amount as part of its limited 
increase. 


Weiland said the 1973 per pupil cost 


is $842.03, and adding the $55, the 1974 
cost can be $897.03. Multiplying this by 
the 13,634.90 students (kindergarten 
counts half) brings a budget total 
figure of $12,230,914. The administra- 
tion came in with a budget proposal 
including $12,229,896 of controlled 
items, or $1,017 below the l;mit. 


Then, Weiland added the noncon- 


trolled costs to the budget proposal. 
These include the $154,109 over the 
$7.50 per student which is part of the 
controlled amount for teacher 
re- 


tirement and Social Security premiums 
and $221,212 in other nonoperating 
budget items, including capital outlay. 


The board will be paving almost the 


total cost of the teacher retirement and 
Social Security premiums, having 
picked up nearly all the teacher's 
share as a result of negotiations in past 
years. 


The board was told the administra- 


tion initially tried to go through the 
individual school budgets and limit 
increases to 6 per cent, but in some 
cases this was found to be unworkable. 
The only item it added was $10,000 for 
a dropout program which the board 
tentatively endorsed last month. 


Zieman said the administration was 


providing 
$258,000 
for 
capital 


improvements, not the major ones ex- 
pected in a bond issue, compared with 
$268,000 a year ago. He said both 
figures were inadequate for the need, 
as have the amounts of past years. No 
money was appropriated in 1971 for 
capital improvements. 


The administraion was directed to 


bring in next Monday night projections 
of the proposed income budget and a 
tax levy figure. 


Zieman told the board that certain 


items not controlled by the limitation, 
such as capital outlay, could be added 
to the budget w.'thout restriction, but 
that would increase the tax levy.

Though it took no action Monday, the 


committee directed the administration 
to 
develop 
a 
major 
capital 


improvements package for possible 
bonding — to include repair and 
replacement of existing buildings and 
additions. 


It also asked for cost comparisons of 


the once proposed and defeated Ferber 
project with building additions onto two 


or three of the elementary schools in 
Grand Chute. Staff and transportation 
costs are to be considered, too. 


The committee Monday leaned 


toward offering two bond issues, one for 
additions and one for critically needed 
capital improvements.

Another climb for milk prices 


Milk prices jumped from seven to nine cents a 


gallon in Fox Cities grocery stores today, following a 
6.5 cents a gallon increase on the wholesale level 
Monday. 


As a result, Fox Cities housewives join shoppers in 


12 other Midwest and Southern states who are or win 
be paying seven to 10 cents more a gallon this week. 


A check of Appleton stores indicated a minimum of 


seven cents increase and a maximum of nine cents. 


Shoppers at several stores had been paying SI.13 for 


a gallon of homogenized milk prior to the wholesale 
hike. Now, the price is SI.22 a gallon. One store 
reported an increase of seven cents, from SI-12 to 
SI.19. 


An independent store had not raised its pnce this 


morning, but its owner said it would increase by seven 
cents, from S1.05 to SI.12. "My new cos: is Sl.C'l." he 
said. "It had been 95 cents. State law says I must take 
a minimum of nine per cerit profit, which means IT: 
have to charge at least SI.11 or 51.12." 


The increase on the retail level was necessitated by 


raised costs two steps down the milk producing hne. 
Producers, who buy directly from dairy farrr.ers. 
notified processors of a price increase. The proces- 
sors, who sell to retail outlets, passed the increase 
along. In this area, it was 6.5 cents. 


According to James Reeves, a vice president of 


Mid-America Dairymen. Inc., the nation's second 
largest producer, the reason for the increase was 
simple: "We're attempting to raise the dairy farmer 
to his former level of income in order to maintain an 
adequate supply of milk for the nation. At present. 
this is in jeopardy. 


"The cost/price squeeze is taking the profit out of 


the daily business. Feed costs, which are half the cost 
of producing milk, have more than doubled since last 
year," Reeves said. 


Because the retail prices have jumped more than 


the wholesale raise does not r.ecessariiv mean re- 
tailers are taking advantage of shoppers, according to 
Reeves. "Some of the increase may be a pass-through 
from previous raises that were not taken." 


If Fox Cities shoppers are unnappy with the price of 


milk, they should be thankful they are not living in the 
Great Plains states. In Springfield. Mo., a gallon of 
milk jumped Monday from SI.40 to SI.56 One Tcpeka. 
Kan., store raised its price 3D cents a sailor;. 


On the other side, there may be another increase 


soon. Reeves said he was ro: sure how much the 
increased prices event dally would amount tc "I: 
could be as much as 14 to 16 cents a ga'iion." he said. 


At least one area grocery store manager agrees "'.

Street policies under scrutiny 


Appleton city officials are having 


second-thoughts about a broadening 
range of policies governing construction 
of public facilities. 


The list of policies coming under 


scrutiny lengthened Monday as the City 
Council's streets and sanitation com- 
mittee was joined by other aldermen in 
questioning existing policy on street 
construction and paving, installing 
sewer and water laterals to private 
property and allowing driveway open- 
ings to be cut in curbs. 


The same committee is also studying 


current policy on sidewalk installation. 


The chief force behind the move for 


reconsideration of the policies is recent 
public outcry against them in public 
hearings on construction projects and 
assessments and in written protests 
from property owners. 


The fundamental question in the 


review of sidewalk construction policy 
is whether walks should be required in 
ali developed parts of the city, or 
whether in some neighborhoods they 
should be omitted. 


In the street construction debate, 


aldermen are chaliengmg the need to 
widen some narrower streets and to 
require concrete pavement and curb 
and gutter when a street is rebuilt. 


Aid. hdward Maioney (9th) proposed 


Monday putting some of the basic 
questions to the voters in a referendum 
next spring. 


He announced plans to submit a 


resolution to the council proposing a 
referendum asking whether city policy 
should require all streets to be per- 
manently paved after they have been 
open four years; whether sidewalk 


»should be required automatically two 
" years after the street is permanently 


paved, arc whether the city should pa-, 
part of the cost of sidewalk? as it now 
does for street construction, with extra 
city sidewalk subsidy to owners of 
comer lots. 


The committee had before 
it a 


resolution signed by Aid. Judith W;n- 
zenz (12th) and Glenn Thompson (13th). 


They questioned the public works 


department's current standard calling 
for a minimum 33-foot width on all 
streets including old. narrower streets 
when they are rebuilt 
Instead, the 


aldermen suggested a policy allowing 
reconstruction at existing width unless 
an overriding reason for widening is 
presented. 


Aid. Winzenz said under present

Under federal statutes of limitations, 


prosecution for bribery, extortion and 
conspiracy to commit either offense 
must be initiated within five years of the 
commission of the crime. 


Agnew's lawyers may argue that the 


statutes, as they relate to the extortion 
and bribery allegations against the vice 
president, expire Oct. 22, it was learned 
Monday. 


It was on Oct. 22, 1968, almost five 


years ago, that Agnew attended his last

wholesale distribution level, by relying 
on the petroleum industry to follow 
government guidelines voluntarily. 


John A. Love, director of the 


President's Energy Policy Office, told 
oilmen Aug. 16 that voluntary cooperat- 
ion was not working and unless they 
made it work they would face mandatory 
allocation. 


Late last month, administration of- 


ficials were increasingly pessimistic 
about both the prospects for the winter 
fuel supply and whether voluntary 
allocation would distribute the fuel 
where it is most needed. 


One source said the President 


approved mandatory allocation of heat- 
ing oil two weeks ago but then recon- 
sidered to determine whether if could be 
done without including gasoline and 
other petroleum products. 


These other products are expected to 


be omitted from the mandatory- 
programs to be announced. 


Administration officials say the nat- 


ion's heating oil supply may be just 
barely adequate for a mild winter but 
that the slight shortage already an- 
ticipated could easily become severe 
under adverse conditions. 


Stephen A. Wakefield, assistant 


secretary of the interior for minerals 
and energy, warned last week that 
heating oil shortages this winter could 
be bad enough to put people out of work.

LOS ANGELES (AP) -Former 


presidential adviser John D. Ehrlich- 
man told a grand jury he believed a plan 
to send two White House "plumbers" to 
California to investigate the Pentagon 
papers' leak had been approved by 
President Nixon. But Ehrlichman did 
not indicate that Nixon approved any 
illegal operations in the trip by E. 
Howard Hunt and G. Gordon Liddy, 
which resulted in a break-in at the office 
of Daniel Ellsberg's psychiatrist. 
Ehrlichman's remarks were contained 
in the transcript of a Los Angeles Countv 
grand jury hearing. 


NEW YORK (AP) - The average 


family grocery bill was almost nine per 
cent higher on Oct. 1 than it was on 
March 1, an Associated Press market- 
basket survey showed. On Sept. 1, the 
marketbasket bill was seven per cent 
higher than it was six months earlier. 
The news from a monthly check of 15 
food and nonfood items in 13 cities 
wasn't all bad: Pork chops and eggs kept 
going down. But higher prices for milk, 
sugar, butter and cookies pushed the 
food bill up. 


LAKEWOOD, Colo. (AP) -Edna and 


Eugene Stanek say they just want to get 
thir lives back to normal. With five new 
babies and one extra bedroom, that 
won't be easy. The five suriviving Stanek 
sextuplets, born Sept. 16, are expected 
home from Colorado General Hospital 
toward the end of October. The big 
problems then will be "cribs, clothing 
and economics," said Dr. James Strain, 
a hospital pediatrician. The Staneks 
have gotten an unlisted telephone 
number, and Mrs. Stanek has refused 
interviews after one news conference. 


ATLANTA, Ga. (AP) — Two well- 


known black politicians and a former 
congressman challenge incumbent 
Mayor Sam Massell today as Atlanta 
voters cast ballots in a municipal elec- 
tion. A runoff on Oct. 16 appears likely as 
none of the 11 candidates is expected to 
draw a majority of the votes. Massell, 
the city's first Jewish mayor, faces 
serious challenges from former 
Democratic congressman Charles 
Weltner and from vice mayor Maynard 
Jackson and state Sen. Lerov Johnson, 
both blacks. 


WASHINGTON (AP) -U.S. diplomats 


are waging a delicate campaign to keep 
Austria open as a channel for Soviet 
Jews emigrating to Israel. The 
American position is that capitulation to 
terrorists is not only wrong in human 
terms but also weakens the nation that 
yields. 


VIENNA, Austria (AP) -Chancellor 


Bruno Kreisky appeared likely to reject 
Israeli Premier Golda Meir's plea that 
he reverse his pledge to Arab terrorists 
to close the Schoenau transit camp for 
emigrating Soviet Jews. But on the eve 
of Mrs. Meir's arrival in Vienna today, 
Kreisky said Austria would take ''prac-

state." 


MOSCOW (AP) - Communist party 


chief Leonid I. Brezhnev unexpectedly 
called U.S. Treasury Secretary George 
P. Shultz in for a two-hour talk at the 
Kremlin, apparently to express his 
concern about the block the U.S. 
Congress has put in the way of trade 
concessions the Nixon administration 
has promised the Soviet Union. Tass, the 
Soviet news agency, said they covered 
"a wide range of questions concerning 
Soviet-U.S. relations, including the 
development of commercial... ties," but 
nobody would reveal what was said. 


PHNOM PENH, Cambodia (AP) - 


Government forces continued to mop up 
Khmer Rouge resistance in the provin- 
cial capital of Kompong Cham, 47 miles 
northeast of Phnom Penh. Kompong 
Cham's airport, three miles out of town, 
still is encircled by insurgents. In other 
fighting, the government said th ree of its 
troops and 10 insurgents were killed 14 
miles from Phnom Penh as troops ad- 
vanced toward the beseiged provincial 
capital of Vihear Suor. 


SEOUL, South Kor-a (AP) -About 300 


students at Seoul National University 
staged a sitdown demonstration to 
demand government reforms, including 


the dissolution of the South Korean 
Central Intelligence Agency. The 
students also demanded to know the 
truth about the case of Kim Dae-jung, 
one of President Chung Hee Park's 
leading political opponents, who claims 
he was kidnaped in Tokyo in August and 
released in Seoul five days later. 


SAIGON (AP) —Communist sappers 


blew up the second bridge in 24 hours on 
Highway 1, South Vietnam's main 
northsouth road. The Saigon command 
said the bridge was 48 miles southeast of 
Da Nang. The earlier blast wrecked one 
span of the Cau Lau bridge, 15 miles 
from Da Nang, and array engineers were 
trying to replace it with a pontoon 
bridge. 


BUENOS AIRES (AP) - Pan 


American World Airways and Braniff 
International said their flights were 
operating normally despite a demand bv 
terrorists that each airline pay SI 
million. The airlines would not say 
whether specific threats were made in 
connection with the demands but ack- 
nowledged they were taking special 
security precautions. Police sources 
said the demands were signed bv the 
recently outlawed People's Revolut- 
ionary Army, a Marxist guerrilla group, 
but there was no way to tell if it actually 
was responsible. 


British 
warships 
withdrawn 


LONDON (AP) —Britain retreated in 


its cod war with Iceland today, ordering 
its naval shield of three frigates and 
three tugs out of the disputed 50-mile 
fishing zone proclaimed by the Icelandic 
government. 


Prime Minister Edward Heath in a 


note to the Icelandic government said 
the British protective ships were being 
withdrawn "on the assumption that the 
Icelandic authorities will not take any 
measures against British trawlers 
fishing, or which have fished, in the 
disputed area." 


"The navy and the tugs will return if 


this assumption proves to be wrong," 
Heath added. 


He said the frigates and tugs would be 


out of the disputed area by 11 a.m. EDT 
on Wednesday. 


Heath at the same time proposed 


negotiatiens in London for an agreement 
to allow British trawlers to fish in the 
disputed? zone. Iceland unilaterally ex- 
tended its fishing waters from 12 miles 
beyond the shores of the North Atlantic 
island to 50 miles despite the protests of 
the British and other foreign govern- 
ments. 


Premier Olafur Johanneson's 


government told Heath last week that, 
unless the British naval shield was 
withdrawn by midnight tonight, Iceland 
would break diplomatic relations with 
Britain. Both are members of the North

Commission and its engineers met last 
week with the Bureau of Facilities 
Management, John R. Moses, secre- 
tary of the Department of Veterans 
Affairs, and the administration of the 
Grand Army Home to determine what 
the commission will pay to have :!S 
sewage treated at the home's plant. 
The figures will be available in a few 
weeks. 


The commission has authorized Foth 


and Van Dyke, consulting engineers, 10 
proceed with preliminary plans for 
Phase I of the project. According to the 
feasibility study, accepted by the 
commission last July, Phase 1 recom- 
mends a sewage collection system to 


serve a portion of the sanitary district, 
including residents on Otter and Taylor 
lakes, those along the east side of 
Rainbow, Nesshng, McCrossen, Round, 
Lime Kiln and Columbia Lakes and all 
of Minor and Dake lakes. 


This would serve 420 customers at an 


estimated cost of SI ,360,000, based on 
1973 construction cost. Sewage from 
this area logically would be treated at 
the Grand Army Home treatment 
plant. 


The commission called the meeting 


to determine how much it uould cost 
for treatment of sewage collected in 
this area 


John Moses said the extension of 


services to the community had been 
the state's intent since the sewage 
treatment plant was in the planning 


List of policies 
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should be presented to compare with 
reconstruction costs. 


Public Works Director Robert Miller 
agreed that forcing the department to 
justify widening proposals "rather than 
requiring citizens to oppose them 
"would put the shoe on the other foot" 
and "make a positive policy" rather 
than a negative one. 


He agreed to meet a request from 


Aid. Winzenz to present a list of reasons 
for existing policy and alternatives and 
to produce a maintenance cost figures. 
The committee took no immediate ac- 
tion, agreeing to await Miller's report. 
, Maloney's resolution proposing a 
referendum is expected to be referred 
Wednesday by the City Council to the 
committee for further consideration. 


The committee did recommend 
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changes in sewer and water lateral 
policy that would be a major change 
affecting owners of undeveloped lots on 
streets receiving their first permanent 
surface or being rebuilt. 


Under present policy an owner may 


waive installation of laterals until a 
dwelling is built on the lot. At that time, 
the owner must pay for replacement of 
an entire section of concrete slab or for 
a patch if the street surface is blacktop. 


The 
committee 
recommended 


prohibiting waivers on blacktop streets 
and 
imposing the 
concrete 
slab- 


replacement requirement for 30 years 
rather than the present 15, to reflect the 
average life of a concrete street. 


The committee also instructed Miller 


to find out whether a waiver could be 
attached to property deeds so a new 
owner would be aware of the expense he 
faced when buying a lot from a previous 
owner who had signed a waiver. 
Maloney said under present policy new 
owners often are unaware they must 
replace a section of concrete in addition 
to installing laterals if the previous 
owner signed a waiver when the street 
was paved. 


Thompson agreed. He and Maloney 


also won elimination of the waiver fea- 
ture on blacktop streets, where the 
owner must only repair the surface ever 
the lateral trench. Thompson said the 
result is prematurely ruined street sur- 
faces. If the council accepts the change, 
all lots would be required to have 
laterals installed when a street is 
blacktopped. 


The committee also reviewed the 


driveway opening policy but recom- 
mended no changes. Maloney had cri- 
ticized public works department is- 
suance of a driveway permit for 
Madison Junior High School, saying the 
committee should have heard the 
request first.

Continuing the recent series of citizen 


complaints on street projects, two 
residents of E. Hanson Drive appeared 
before the committee to object to plans 
for concrete paving next year. They 
asked to be kept informed of committee 
and council action in reviewing street 
construction policy. 
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stage. 


"We are interested only in getting 


our share of the cost for treatment and 
I am certain- these figures can be 
closely approximated 
by your en- 


gineers," he said. "We will provide 
you with the operational costs within 
the next several weeks. 


"We also should work out an under- 


standing agreement, which will have to 
be ratified by the state Building Com- 
mission. The legislature has cleared 
ihe way for the sanitary district to 
attach itself to our plant," he said.

Phase I would involve the treatment 


of sewage in the existing plant and 
should be based on actual cost to the 
district, Don Casper, state engineer, 
said. He suggested that the commis- 
sion place a surcharge on the users to 
build a reserve for major maintenance. 
Future expansion of the present plant 
to accommodate subsequent phases of 
the sanitary district would be at full ' 
cost to the district. 


A progress report 
from the en- 


gineering firm disclosed that surveys 
for Phase I will begin soon. 


"If the commission chooses to go 


ahead with Phase I, using available 25 
per cent state funding, the construction 
could be complete by late summer of 
1974, 
said engineer Thomas Flack. "If 


the commission elects to wait for 75 
per cent federal funding before -cons- 
truction begins, there is no way of 
estimating when Phase I would be 
complete." 


When funds are available from the 


federal 
Environmental Protection 


Agency, 75 per cent of construction 
costs for a new sewer system could be 
granted. Foth and Van Dyke is making 
application for these funds. 


Commissioners Sid Miller, Richard 


Penn and George Borchardt have 
favored the project subject to the 
availability of both federal and state 
funds. 


Without state and federal grants, the 


special assessment per customer unit 
is calculated at $950, according to the 
July, 1973, report. If the grants were 
received, the special assessment per 
unit would be S614. 


The Chain 0' Lakes Sanitary District 


reportedly is considered high on the 
state's priority list for a grant, since 
approximately 200 of the 1,256 private 
sanitary systems ringing the lakes are 
threatening water quality in the Chain.

WASHINGTON - New government 


rules that became effective on Labor 
Day substantially strengthen the rights 
of persons who buy recreational or re- 
tirement lots in large developments 


The rules were proposed in substan- 


tially the same form last June by the 
Office of Interstate Land Sales Regis- 
tration, a branch of the Department of 
Housing and Urban Development. 


The overall effect is to tighten exist- 


ing regulations which were found too 
weak to protect customers adequately 
from fast-talking salesmen and shady 
operators in this $5 billion business. 


In explaining the new rules, OILSR 


Administrator George K. Bernstein ad- 
mitted that there is no way to stop 
people from making their own mis- 
judgments. But he said the new 
requirements at least would give pros- 
pective purchasers more information 
than they had bjeen getting and perhaps 
make them more cautious. 


The most frequent problem, accord- 


ing to Bernstein, who conducted hear- 
ings in 17 cities last year, is the failure 
of purchasers to read and heed the 
"Property 
Report" 
which 
all 


developers subject to the federal law 
are required to supply. 


In order to help remedy this situation, 


the new rules specify that large red 
letters be over printed on the first page 
of 
the Property 
Report saying: 


"Purchaser should read this document 
before signing anything." 


Another, common problem has been 


the large number of people who un- 
knowingly waive rights to cancel the 
deal. The new rules require anv such 
waiver to be a separate document to be 
signed by the buyer. 


The Property Report must disclose 


information about distances to nearby 
communities, existence of liens on the 


property, availability of recreation 
facilities, and existence of water and 
sewer service. 


Under the new rules, 
Property 


Reports also must disclose details about 
any lawsuits, disciplinary actions by 
health departments, law violations and 
bankruptcies affecting the developer. 


Developers also must "clearly in- 


dicate" whether they are obligated to 
fulfill promises about new facilities or 
merely expect to do so. The country is 
dotted with partially finished develop- 
ments where glowing promises of new 
facilities were not kept. 


In addition, developers with sales of 


5500,000 or more must file certified 
financial statements with the federal 
agency every year. 


Buyers also must be told if a building 


permit is necessary and they are liable 
for the full amount of the contract 
should they default on payments. An 
engineer's report on adequacy of water 
must be provided. 


Most basic, however, is a new ban on 


misleading advertising. OILSR has set 
up standards for advertising accep- 
tability and now requires a disclaimer 
in ads saying the agency has not passed 
judgment on the property value.

rules were adopted warns of tricks to 
watch out for in the sale of land. It is 
available free from Consumer Product 
Information, Pueblo, Colo., 81009.

Frost, dew cause signs 
to lose reflectivity 


Q: Please explain what makes high- 


way signs seem to "fog up" or go dark 
in winter and occasionally on summer 
nights? I've noticed this problem 
several times recently, but it seems to 
occur only daring certain weather con- 
ditions. 


A: Signs cease to be reflective either 


because of the formation of dew on 
summer evenings or because of frost on 
winter nights. The winter problem is 
more severe since once the frost forms 
it will remain until sunrise the next 
morning. 


In the summer, as more dew forms, 


the drops gradually merge to form a 
continuous sheet of water on the face of 
the sign. Then the reflectivity will re- 
turn, just as the signs continue to 
reflect during light to moderate rain- 
fall. 


The Wisconsin highway division and 


material manufacturers are studying 
possible ways to reduce or eliminate 
this 
effect, 
but 
a satisfactory, 


economical solution to this problem has 
not yet been discovered. 


Q: I just purchased two radial tires, 


and a friend of mine savs they are not as 
safe as conventional tires. Is this 
correct? I thought radials were the best 
tires you could use on a car. 


A: Radial tires are not "unsafe" if 


used properly, but they can constitute a 
genuine safety hazard if mixed with 
conventional tires. According to the 
governor's highway safety office, mo- 
tonsts are advised to never use radials 
on just the front wheels. If only two are 
installed, they should be mounted on the 
rear wheels. 


Radial tires are generally considered 


to be quicker reacting during steering 
movements than conventional tires. If 
mixed with conventional tires the 
driver probably would notice the same 
sensation, and possible consequences 
as if his wheels were not aligned 
properly A radial tire on the front right 
wheel would react quicker to the steer- 
ing wheel during a right turn, therefore 
"pulling" the other three conventional 
tires. 


Most tire manufacturers strongly ad- 


vise using a complete set of radial tires, 
if your choice is radsals, since the 
hazards of mixing are well documented.

Flying Finn, Paavo Nurmi, dies 


HELSINKI, Finland (AP) -Paavo 


Nurmi, the Flying Finn of the athletic 
tracks between the two world wars, died 
earlv todav after a long il'ress. He was 
76 


Nurmi had suffered several heart at- 


tacks in recent years and had been partly 
paralyzed. 


A star in all distances between 1,500 


meters and the marathon, he set 2S 
world records and won seven gold 
medals in the Olympics in 1920. 1924 and 
1928. 


He probably would have won more, but 


on the eve of the 1932 games in Los 
Angeles, he was declared a professional 
and banned from Olympic competition. 
Nurmi went into semiseclusion for 
several years and always thereafter was 
bitter toward sports writers, accusing 
them of giving wrong information to the 
Olympic committee. 


Nurmi became a successful business- 


man and operated a profitable cons- 
truction company until his death. 


As he grew older, his bitterness 


toward the press eased, and he gave his 
first interview in years on his 70th 
birthday. His theme was that the athlete 
of todSjy had too many artificial and 


mechanical aids. 


"In rny time we only ran as fast as we 


could," he said. "We didn't have any 
scientific tricks to help us." 


He said that he just ran against the 


clock, without concerning himself with 
what his competitors were doing. 


His best timings were: 
l,500meters - 3:56.2;onemile - 4:10.4; 


two miles-8:20.4: 5,000 meters-14:28.2; 
six miles29:36.4; 10,000 meters-30:06.2: 
10miles-50:15.0; one hour-19,210meters. 


Nurmi's trick for training was, as he 


himself said "running, running and 
running " He always held a stopwatch, 
whether training or competing. 


Nurmi was divorced. He is survived by 


a son who often tried to beat his father's 
record over 1,500 meters, but without 
success.

_The decade-old sports axiom, "Fran 
larkenton will never take a team to a 
championship," may well have to be 
junked this year. Right now, the 
larketon-quarterbacked Vikings are 
definteiy the team to beat in the NFC 
Central Division. Tarkenton, whose fine 
1972 performances were wasted because 
of defensive inconsistencies, is a much 
rpore disciplined QB under Bud Grant 
than he was in the Norm Van Brocklin 
era at Minnesota.

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GOP-Lucey clash looms

MADISON, Wis. (AP) -Legislators 


returned to the Capitol today, ready to 
take a good look at themselves and their 
pocketbooks during a four-week, pre- 
election-year session. 


Republicans in the GOP-controlled 


Senate were expected to make a con- 
certed effort to underscore their op- 
position to programs of Democratic Gov. 
Patrick J. Lucey, who is expected to 
seek re-election next year. 


But Republicans do not have a 


monoply on concern over the image of 
the individual and the party. 


Lucey and fellow Democrats are 


striving to improve their standing with 
the voters during the abbreviated Oc- 
tober session. 


Although both houses with a majority 


vote could extend the session into 
November, it is not considered likely the 
lawmakers will take the step. 


One of the reasons, Senate majority 


leader Raymond Johnson said, is that 
many lawmakers are fearful a longer 
session would produce more efforts to 


slice the 58 per cent salary raise they 
voted themselves in July. 


Lucey okayed the pay raise when he 


signed a 1973-75 state budget into law. He 
said he would support an effort to reduce 
the new $15,618 annual salary to $13,000 
or less. 


Lawmakers now draw $9,900 in their 


part-time jobs. 


"One of the reasons I think we will get 


out of here in four weeks is that the 
Democrats don't want the salary hike 
rolled back," Johnson told a news 
conference Friday. 


Measures which Lucey is expected to 


emphasize in his address to a joint ses- 
sion of the legislature Wednesday also 
face debate. 


Lucey is expected to renew his plea for 


passage of mandatory seat-belt legislat- 
ion, 
a strong^ cabinet form of govern- 


ment, and court reform. 


Republicans likely will counter with 


legislation of their own. 


"We think we have top priority 


legislation that is important to our con- 
stituents," Sen. Jack Steinhilber, R- 


Oshkosh, said. 


Johnson concurred- 
He said he hoped the legislature and 


Lucey would come up with a welfare 
study which would lead to welfare 
reform legislation when lawmakers ret- 
urn to Madison for a January session. 


Johnson indicated Republicans plan to 


keep the heat on Lucey over welfare 
issues. 


He told a news conference former GOP 


Gov. 
Warren P. Knowles would go down 


in history- as an "education governor," 
but Lucey would be remembered as "the 
welfare governor." 


Johnson said the number of welfare 


cases in Wisconsin during Lucey's first 
two years in office climbed from 67,176 
to 85,200. 


Other issues expected to be debated 


include aid to parochial schools, 
regulations for cable television, a 
strengthening of the state's regulation of 
abortion, mass transportation and cor- 
porate farming.

merit system for choosing bureaucratic 
executives was defended Monday as a 
means of guaranteeing taxpayers their 
public officials would be top quality. 


The defense was offered to a legislat- 


ive committee hearing, during which 
spokesmen for rank-and-file state 
workers complained about the proposal. 


The dispute involves the Administrat- 


ion Department's plan for a "career 
executive employment program" which 
would provide bureaus, departments 
and other agencies with a "pool of highly 
qualified candidates for appointment" 
to executive positions. 


Civil service employes would qualifv 


for the pool by being processed through 
an assessment center. 


The program would become effective 


Jan. 
1, unless critics can persuade the 


legislature's Joint Committee on Ad- 
ministrative Rules to halt it. 


Joe Nusbaum, head of the Adminis- 


tration Department, said there is a need 
for "a merit system that is fully applied 
and that offers guaranteed emplovment 
security." 


Anyone demoted because of the 


program's examinations, he said, would 


nevertheless retain his salary' level, at 
least for two years. 


The program is aimed at assuring 


quality in jobs that pay from 
$18,000-35,000 annually. 


Citizens disapprove of patronage sys- 


tems, he said. If bureaucrats were to use 
the proposed system to encourage 
promotion of favorites, it would not be 
long before the abuse would be exposed, 
Nusbaum said. 


The prospect of abuse was one of the 


complaints raised by Lloyd Riddle, a 
state employe representing the As- 
sociation of Career Executives in Public 
Service. 


Posh executive jobs. Riddle predicted, 


would be filled with political favorites. 
He said chief bureaucrats already are 
trying to persuade subordinates to ac- 
cept the program. 


A petition containing 500 signatures of 


persons opposing the plan was submit- 
ted to the legislators. 


Michael R. Vaughan, a state employe 


lobbyist, said executive pressure inter- 
ferred with attempts to organize op- 
position to the program. 


"Many employes would not sign the 


petition or show up here today because 


of the fear they would lose their jobs," he 
said without elaborating. 


Vaughan said the program does not

"There is no test against which the 


appointing authority can bounce his 
judgment," he said. 


"This program is designed to tinker 


with peoples' lives," he said.

Appleton and Grand Chute 


The city of Appleton has an opportunity to take a major 


step forward in the area of intergovernmental cooperation 
by agreeing to sell water to the town of Grand Chute. The 
reasonableness of such a step was clearly outlined in a 
comprehensive study of the question by the State Depart- 
ment of Local Affairs and Development. 


Pointing to the multiplicity of problems created by the 


large number of governmental jurisdictions within the Fox 
Cities metropolitan area, the study outlines various alter- 
native solutions to that overall problem, merger to form a 
single city, intergovernmental cooperation, or metropolitan 
government. It then deduces that merger between only two 
units of government is difficult enough, let alone between 
14. And it points out that state statutes at present do not 
provide any structure for metro government. This leaves 
cooperative action as the most feasible alternative. 


The traditional argument against a city providing ser- 


vices to neighboring towns is that this removes any incen- 
tive for such areas to annex to the city. But in this case, the 
state agency points out that Grand Chute is prepared to go 
ahead with its own water supply system if it cannot 
purchase water from the city. The area in question is also 
large and intensely developed and it is unlikely that it could 
be annexed as a single area under existing law in any case. 
In fact, the study relates, "A more likely result of providing, 
water to the town is that a better spirit of cooperation will 
develop and there will be closer ties between the city and the 
town." 


That better spirit and those closer ties might lead to 


additional cooperative ventures in the future, but for the 
moment such a decision would at least solve one problem, 
and that is enough to justify favorable action. 


Lucey wants to save on fuels 


Gov. Patrick Lucey has made a good point in saying thai 


emerging federal policies dealing with the energy crisis are 
strong on the side of developing more energy sources whfle 
being weak on the side of energy conservation. 


Lucey thinks state governments should be filling in that 


gap. For starters, he has directed a one-year trial for state 
agencies to buy smaller cars for a possible 15 per cent 
increase in gasoline mileage, a travel pooling arrangement 
within agencies and use of public transportation on 
Madison-Milwaukee trips and a new Department of Ad- 
ministration code for state buildings to save on heating and 
air conditioning costs. 


"The state wastes energy resources when two people 


make the same trip, on the same day. in two separate state 
vehicles. The state wastes energy resources when an au- 
tomobile getting 10 miles to a gallon is used instead of one 
getting 20," said Lucey as examples. 


The state in those cases is also wasting money. Local and 


county governments should look for similar ways to save 
money while being leaders in energy conservation. 


Why widows have problems 


"Most widows I know don't want to remarry. All the men 


I've met can't wait to ask me the burning question, 'Do you 
like to cook?' " 


The speaker was a widow, executive of a publishing 


company in New York. The question indeed may be similar 
to the one a lot of young women applying for jobs hear, "Can 
you type?" And the one quite definitely stems from the 
same attitude toward women as the former. 


Most new widows may feel that remarriage is essential. 


But the Widows Consultation Center in New York finds that 
as time goes on it is men, not women, who see the answer to 
all a widow's problems in remarriage. A survey in Chica#> 
found that only a fifth of four hundred widows wanted to 
remarry. But there is no question that there are problems. 
Most of them come from society's view of women. 


Dr. Helena Znaniecki Lopata, who conducted the Chicago 


study for the Department of Health, Education and Welfare, 
says that "how flexible her life becomes when she is a 
widow depends on how flexible she has been in her life 
before .... the problem in American society —to the extent 
a woman's identity is based on being a wife —is that she has 
no place to go." Loneliness is a major trial for widows, the 
Chicago study revealed to no one's surprise. "What is 
loneliness? It is a definition of your own life as not being 
satisfactory in terms of the dimensions of other people's." 
Obviously if a widow's life was solely wrapped up in her 
husband or her children, widowhood is going to be tough 
sledding. "In a society like we are trying to build in 
America, we just cannot afford to raise women to passively 
sit around to wait for their sons to take care of them - 
because the sons are not gonna do it." 


The New York Center applauds the feminist movement as 


contributing considerably to the likelihood that widows in 
the future may not have as tough a time. "Anything to 
enable a person to be more self-reliant, more resourceful, is 
bound to help at the time of widowhood. . .It is our society's 
faiiure to see a person as a whole person —not just part of a 
couple." 


Estelle Rarney, professor of physiology and biochemistry 


at the Georgetown University School of Medicine, also se^s 
a widow's problems developing early in her life. "In order 
to get what she wants, a woman learns to wheedle, to pout, 
to manipulate, to be essentially an outsized child. And it 
works very well, unless what she wants is to grow up." 


But the attitude of society doesn't help men really either. 


Dr. Lopata decries the lack of opportunity for a man to be as 
flexible as he should be. "Why should he decide at 16 what 
he is going to do until he is 65 and then he doesn't know what 
to do? Generally men can have only one career because they 
haven't trained their wives to take over while they shift 
careers." Writes Professor Ramey in The Johns Hopkins 
Magazine, "women don't castrate men in this society: 
young men castrate older men. . . .The suicide rate for men 
after retirement increases by a factor of twelve in this 
country, because they are junked and they know it. 
Women's suicide rate does not rise much, because they have, 
always been junk in this regard. Clearly there is something 
very askew in our cultural values." 


There is indeed. The feminist movement may stiffen some 


spines and rile some feelings. But if it manages to gfet 
American society to pay mere attention to the individual 
and less to the color, sex or other extraneous and often 
irrelevant details, it's worth all the pain. Even Bobby Riggs

Wisconsin report 


Sideliner recalls real fun of politics 


BY EDWIN BAYLEY 


BERKELEY, Calif. -One of the reasons I like 


politics so much is that it's funny. There is more 
humor in politics than in almost anything else. 
That's true at least for Wisconsin politics, the 
kind I know best. 


I covered my first political speech in 1941, 


when I was a reporter for the Green Bav 
Press-Gazette. Gov. Julius Hei!, running for 
re-etection, spoke on the lawn in front of the 
Brown County courthouse. It was his practice to 
start each speech with a recitation of facts about 
the county in which he was appearing, out of the 
Wisconsin Blue Book. He read for 15 minutes 
and none of it seemed to make sense. The crowd 
grew noisy. 


He stopped and said: "Oh. I was reading Rock 


County, not Brown." And then, to make matters 
worse he read Brown County statistics for 
another 20 minutes. I asked his press secretary 
if he wrote Heil's speeches. 


"When I write them," he said, "he reads 


them wrong. When I don't write them, this 
happens." 


Asked one question 


I first interviewed an important politician in 


1942, Alexander Wiley, the senator. 1 was ner- 
vous, and I spent a long time writing down 
questions. I didn't need them. I asked one 
question and Wiley taikea for two hours, and I 
ended up with 15 pages of notes and a foot-high 
stack of press releases. 


One of those releases was a speech about 


cheese and foreign policy — Wiley was an 
isolationist then —that ended like this: "If you 
eat Wisconsin cheese you don't get gas on the 
brain, and unless you've got gas on the brain 
you don't go to war." 


Many years later I covered a Wiley campaign 


speech that was unusually dull, and out of

political reporter, now dean of the 
Graduate School of Journalism at • 
the University of California, con- 
tributes today's guest column for 
vacationing John Wyngaard. 


boredom I took verbatim notes on the stuff that 
a reporter normally ignores. This collection of 
silly platitudes I circulated to colleagues in the 
city room of the Milwaukee Journal and an 
editorial writer put it in the paper under the 
heading: "Moonlight and Fog." Later, Wiley's 
opponent reprinted the story as a campaign 
flyer. I half expected the senator to claim that 
he was misquoted. Instead, he charged me, in a 
speech before the Sparta Rotary Club, with 
being "unethical." 


"He used a tape recorder on me," Wiley said. 


(I remember mentally agreeing with him that 
using a tape recorder would have been 
unethical. How times have changed!) 


Best show in town 


The legislature which I covered in 1947, 1949 


and 1951 abounded with humor. There were 
masters of the malapropism such as Butch 


LaFond, Benny Gettelman, Clem Michalski and 
Elmer Genzmer. There were pranksters like 
Ralph Zaun and his electric bow tie. And there 
were the verbal duels between the party leaders 
in the Senate, Mel Laird and Gaylord Nelson, 
the best show in town. 


Sen. Gettelman, who voted for all appropria- 


tions and against all tax bills, was a good source 
for reporters. He came to me once with some 
inside information and said: "Now this is 
confidential and you can use it whenever you 
like." 


Sometimes I.wish there had been more tape 


recordings in those days. The funniest political 
speeches I ever heard were those by Adlai 
Stevenson one day in 1952 in the little towns 
between Madison and Milwaukee. Stevenson 
spoke without notes and he did not repeat 
himself; he would tell a couple of stories and 
draw some kind of moral, and we reporters 
would tumble back into the bus choking with 
laughter. 


I remember one story he told that day, about 


two farmers who met in town on Saturday night. 
"How's your wife?" said one. "Just the same," 
said the other. "Gee," said the first farmer, "I 
wish she'd get better. Or something." 


The Wisconsin presidential primary was 


much more important in the 1940s and 50s than 
it is now. Ever}' major political figure spent a 
lot of time in Wisconsin, and it was a wonderful 
time and place to be a political reporter. We 
really had, as the cliche goes, a front seat on 
history.

could happen in Appleton. Somewhere 
in the back of my mind I recall being 
much impressed from reading an ar- 
ticle on people's reaction to a person in 
a wheelchair as personally experienced 
by one of your fine staff writers. Thus I 
felt that Appleton was well on its way to 
recognizing the need for curb ramps 
and any other type of construction that 
would increase the mobility of the 
physically handicapped. What hap- 
pened? 
Apparently 
nothing 
very 


"concrete" has been done except for an 
occasional ramp being built here and 
there to insure our taxpayers that the 
law was being complied with. 


In April of 1972 a state law was passed 


insuring the people in our state that 
ramps would be included in all plans for 
future curb and gutter construction. 
This law was further revised in August, 
1973. 


The article I referred to above stated 


that when the writer, who I found out is 
the president of our local hemiplegic 
organization, inquired into the matter, 
she was politely informed that "she 
could hire an attorney and sue the 
city!" Just because these people have 
been a "silent" minority and are hin- 
dered from protesting from their 
wheelchairs, canes, etc., should their 
needs go unheeded? In a country where 
we are guaranteed freedom of speech 
and freedom of the press, they, too, 
have the right to be heard and to 
complain when laws are broken. 
However, dear citizen of Appleton, were 
you to take the time to get to know these 
people, you would learn that their aim 
is not to complain. In fact, that word 
simply is not in their vocabulary as the 
word "faith" so completely blots it out. 
They have unwavering faith in God, but 
they also have faith in those public 
officials whose responsibility it was to 
see that the law was not overlooked. 


Did you know that in Minneapolis 


twenty-five per cent of the city is 
ramped for the handicapped? They ac- 
tually tore out the curbs and replaced 
them with suitable access for people 
with mobility problems and they do not 
have a state law governing their cons- 
truction!:! Also, in Neenah, as a result 
of a prominent physician contacting 
public officials, at least seven curbs 
were replaced with ramps. 


No, I am not physically handicapped. 


My personal encounter with this 
problem was "brought to home" one 
day when I called a friend of mine to ask 
if I might take him for a walk. As I 
wheeled him down the ramp that led to 
his home, I had not the least unders- 
tanding of the obstacles that would 
confront me in the next few blocks. As I 
approached the corner, I realized this 
vehicle was going to be considerably 
harder to manipulate than my baby 
carriage. Recognizing my enigma 
because I came to a halt (my friend is 
also blind), he instructed me to back 
down the curb, turn the chair around 
and proceed across the street. When I 
reached the opposite side, I had to 
reverse this procedure. I continued to 
do this for about two hours, and we only 
"traveled" a little over nine blocks! 
Now I've heard about people "making 
mountains out of mole hills," but my 
problem was definitely not a mole hill! 
It was an ugly upright curb that might 
just as well have been an eight foot 
wall! Realize, dear citizen, I was 
pushing that wheelchair. My friend is 
physically unable 
to manage a 


wheelchair alone, but there are many 
people in Appleton who are capable of 
"driving" alone and, I might add, quite 
skillfully. These people do not want to 
be dependent upon others unless ab- 
solutely necessary. Wouldn't it be won- 
derful if more people felt like that? 


October 2nd is National Awareness 


Day and several public officials as well 
as others in our community have agreed 
to spend a portion of that day function- 
ing from a wheel chair. Certainly such 


an experience will offer some insight 
into this problem; however, unless 
these same people actually venture out 
into the streets (including those that 
have inadequate ramps), I fear there 
will be only a "small dab of paint on the 
canvas!" In fact, maybe the "paint 
won't even be removed from the palette 
and the canvas will remain white!" 


Why is it that Appleton seems so 


engulfed in projects that will make life 
less dangerous or more convenie rt for 
the average citizen — I'm referring to 
the beautification of our College Avenue 
several years ago, and soon the widen- 
ing of that street to accommodate 
increased 
traffic to the tune of 


$1,033,713? Will we only be able to point 
with pride to our Avenue of Angels 
during the Christmas Season or can we 
rather be proud during all seasons by 
being the Good Samaritan and reaching 
out with loving and concerned hands!

with a small amount of money. 


Later, police said, they killed the 


minister and his two children at their 
Lexington home, then shot to death three 
persons at Fishers Motel in Faimouth, 25 
miles south of here. 


The two men were arrested by Fort

reporting that Scott and Sloan were 
driving a car stolen from one of the 
victims at the motel. 


Police quoted one of the fugitives as 


saying after his arrest: ''I killed three 
people in Lexington, too."

He had 
flown the Cessna 402 to Seattle on 
business. On his way back to Phoenix, 
Myllymaki had stopped off in Stanford. 


It could not be determined what 


brought the eight together on Saturday 
afternoon, but residents said all of them 
were friends. Judith Basin County 
Sheriff Charles O. Loberg said everyone 
in Stanford was in some way connected 
with one of the victims.

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Go slowly, 
new man 
is warned

NEW YORK (AP) —"The surest way 


for the new man to commit suicide is to 
do dramatically what he was hired to do 
—namely, bring in new ideas and a fresh 
burst of activity." 


This is the professional opinion of 


psychologists and psychiatrists at the 
Organizational Behavior Institute, 
which counsels and trains executives on 
personal relationships and advises cor- 
porations on personnel matters. 


Because they are launched on a 


floodtide of praise and feel compelled to 
maintain the momentum, very effective 
men drown shortly after being hired, 
said Dr. Mortimer Feinberg, president. 


In attempting to demonstrate his 


abilities and success patterns the new 
worker may polarize others into op- 
position. His colleagues view him as a 
rival and probably a reflection on their 
shortcomings. He is an enemy within. 


Because the situation recurs 


regularly, the institute has devised these 
maxims for the "freshman on campus." 


1. Adopt the stance of a learner. You 


have a lot to learn about the organizat- 
ion, its past practices, its present power 
ccenters, its current policies. Be 
modest; you have a lot to be modest 
about. 


2. Study the organization chart. You 


have to know who is supposed to do what. 
What may look like silly behavior may 
become perfectly logical when you see 
the relationships in which people are 
involved. 


3. Get close to somebody who knows 


the boss. You have to learn a great deal 
about him —how he likes to be kept 
informed, his prejudices, the people in 
whom he has confidence, his system of 
priorities. 


Your major source of information may 


be his secretary or a fellow executive; 
the best source, of course, would be the 
boss himself — if the lines of com- 
munications are open. 


4. Listen to your colleagues. Ask lots of 


questions, and don't quarrel with the 
answers. Of course, you must not 
swallow whole whatever they tell you. 
Check and cross-check with others who 
are in a position to know. 


5. Discard your old frame of reference. 


You'll find yourself tempted on many 
occasions to say, "The way we did it at 
the ABC Company ... " Even if you were 
hired because of the expertise you 
acquired there, don't mention its 
policies or practices by name, unless you 
are expressly asked to do so. 


6. Stimulate your colleagues to do their 


own best thinking. Instead of giving your 
conclusions, ask for theirs. 


If the facts warrant, you may find it 


possible to tell the boss, "Tom Stevens 
seems to have a good idea ..." And let 
Stevens know you quoted him. 


7. Reiterate your basic attitude of 


cooperation. As music needs a leitmotif, 
you need a keynote that characterizes 
your personal relationships. Speak often 
of "23" and emphasize your mutual 
interdependence. 


S. Avoid challenge. Don't force people 


into making choices that involve loyalty 
to old ties. Later on you may have to run 
risks, but not in your break-in period. 


9. Limit oven change. Stick with the 


old furnishings and the old personnel as 
long as possible. Don't start out by 
bringing in new staff —your secretary or 
assistant in your previous job. 


Stress continuity even when in- 


troducing change. Present your innovat- 
ions as a logical extension of what 
workers have done so successfully in the 
past. 


10. Take your time. Wait several 


months before making any major 
moves. It takes that long in most com- 
panies to win acceptance and credibility. 
No boss expects you to revolutionize the 
organization overnight.

I do not wear contact lenses myself, 


but if I did, and a specialist advised me 
as yours has you, I think I'd follow his 
advice. 


In any event, your eyes should be your 


best indicator. Prolonged wearing can 
create irritations and this would be a 
signal to take them off. Irritation might 
not occur at first, but only after 
prolonged use of the lenses.

Employes like setting 
their own work time 


LOS ANGELES (AP) -Stenographer 


Susie Smith sets her own working hours 
to suit her style of life. 


She is one of 3,500 employes at 


headquarters of Occidental Life of 
California in downtown Los Angeles who 
have their choice of what time to go to 
work. 


After a month of flexible hours. Oc- 


cidental's vice president in charge of 
personnel," Robert W. Condon, said 
management and most employes are 
pleased. 


While flexible working hours are very 


much a way of life in West Germany and 
the Scandinavian countries and are 
becoming widespread in Canada, Oc- 
cidental is one of the relatively few 
major U.S. companies to adopt them. 


Occidental began the program in 


mid-summer after a four-month test 
involving 700 clerical, administrative 
and technical employes. It was the 
outgrowth of a policy of permitting 
employes to work a 4'/2-day week for 18 
weeks during the summer. 


Within the framework of departmen- 


tal responsibilities, most workers are 
allowed to pick a starting time from 7 to 
9 a.m. in quarter-hour increments. 
Systems and programming workers, 
because of computer-time availability, 
have an option to start from 6:30 a.m. to 
10 a.m. The former normal working 
hours were 8 a.m. to 4:30 p.m. 


"We have found the plan to be very 


satisfactory," said Condon. "There is 
improved employe morale, and the 
company is making a contribution to 


breaking down traffic congestion in this 
part of the city. 


"In some areas there has been greater 


productivity, and there have been no 
reports of a decline in productivity. 
Tardiness has almost disappeared. 


More than 1.100 employes chose to 


begin work at 7 a.m. instead of 8. Some 
quickly decided that it wasn't easy to 
reach the office at that time and changed 
back, but the vast majority stuck to their 
original choice. 


Employes say they like to get home 


earlier so they can enjoy outdoor ac- 
tivities and avoid the rush hours on the 
freeways. 


Married women find that getting off 


work in mid-afternoon gives them more 
time to do their chores before their 
husbands reach home and to spend more 
time with their children. Single girls like 
having more leisure to get ready for 
evening recreation. 


Some early workers told of saving as 


much as 30 minutes to an hour in com- 
muting time, and all save time in getting 
in and out of the Occidental Tower and 
surrounding parking lots. 


"When an employe has a free choice of 


when he comes to work, he doesn't look 
on us as the bad guys who are dictating 
to him," Condon said.

Stuart Syming- 
ton, died last year. 


The younger Symington says the 


family knew his mother had the in- 
triguing papers of the authoress of 
"Jane Eyre" but did not research their 
authenticity until after her death. 


The two unpublished short stories, 


"Secrets" and "Lily Heart," are written 
in the tiny script Miss Bronte used as a 
teen-ager in the 1830s. They are dated 
1833 and signed by Miss Bronte, who 
was then 16 years old. 


The longhand, on eight or nine pages 


each measuring three-by-four inches, 
was used to keep relatives from reading 


her writings, which now can hardly be 
read without a magnifying glass and 
blur when photographically enlarged. If 
typewritten, the stories would be 30 
pages long. 


The Bronte Society in London says the 


stories were part of a series on a 
mythical city of Verdopolis Miss Bronte 
created to amuse her younger sisters, 
the Missouri Democrat told columnist 
Maxine Cheshire for a copyrights 
column printed Tuesday. 


Symington said the last known record 


of the manuscripts indicates they were' 
sold at an auction in 1915 to George D. 
Smith. No one in the family knows how 
Mrs. Symington, daughter of Sen. 
James W. Wadsworth, acquired them, 
he said. 


The congressman said the plots are 


"mysterious" and "melodramatic" and 
he intends to have them published, of- 
fering them first to classical publishers.

The proposal by Sens. Russell B. Long,

Conn., places a major emphasis on cat- 
astrophic illnesses. Cost of the legislat- 
ion would be $8.9 billion. 


The measure would provide: 
-Coverage for all families of major 


medical costs over $2.000 in a year and 
beyond 60 days of hospitalization for 
each individual. 


—Basic benefits for low-income 


families covering the first $2,000 of an- 
nual costs and the first 60 days of hos- 
pitalization. 


-Ways for persons not in the low-in- 


come category to obtain private health 
insurance policies for the first $2,000 
medical and the first 60 days hospital 
costs. 


Long, chairman of the Finance Com- 


mittee which handles health insurance 
legislation, and Ribicoff, a committee 
member and former Health, Education 
and Welfare secretary, said their plan 
should go a long way toward meeting 
most Americans' health costs. 


At the same time, they said, it would 


be far less expensive than full medical 
cost takeover plans such as the one 
sponsored by Sen. Edward M. Kennedy, 
D-Mass. 


The benefits under the catastrophic 


illness feature of the proposal would 
include medically-necessary hospital 
care, physicians' services, home health 
services, and nursing home care. 


The sponsors said this feature should 


guarantee that a family would not lose 
all of its resources because of some 
serious, long-term illness. 


The protection in the bill for low-in- 


come families would replace the present 
Medicaid program and would include all 
individuals with up to $2,400 income, 
two-person families with up to $3,600, 
and four-person families with up to 
$4,800.

Raymond T. Nutter, who lost the 
congressional race, to his old job in the 
Office of Legislative Liaison. His duty is 
to represent the Army's interests on 
Capitol Hill. 


A half dozen ArnTy officers, who 


declined to be named, said privately 
they resent the decision permitting 
Nutter to resume his career at a time 
when the military is cutting back. They 
also say Nutter's presence gives the 
appearance that the Army has no ob- 
jection to its career men becoming 
politicians- 


Nutter quit the Army on Nov. 19,1971, 


to run as a Republican in a special 
election in Kentucky's 
heavily 


Democratic Sixth Congressional Dis- 
trict. 


Nutter, 43, is a native of Nicholasville 


Ky., which he listed as his residence 
during the congressional campaign. 


After his defeat, Nutter returned to 


Washington and took a political consul- 
tant's job with the American Bicenten- 
nial Commission. Again, he spent most 
of his time on Capitol Hill. 


Last May 25, Nutter applied to be 


recalled into the Army and the request 
was granted by the Army's Office of 
Personnel Management. 
Nutter 


resumed his old job on June 29. 


In a statement, the Army said it gave 


no consideration to Nutter's congres- 
sional race when approving his 
application- 


It said he was allowed back in 


"because of his previous outstanding 
record as an Army officer." An Army 
spokesman said Nutter was a highly 
decorated Vietnam war veteran. 


Former Army Secretary Robert F. 


Froehlke, who left office ten days before 
Nutter applied to be recalled, expressed 
surprise when he learned Nutter was 
back in the Anmy. 


"The military shouldn't get involved 


in partisan politics," Froehlke said in a 
telephone interview. "By taking him 
back, we encourage this kind of thing." 


Nutter declined repeated opportunit- 


ies to answer whether he plans to run for 
office again after he becomes eligible for 
full retirement benefits in late 1975. 


One compalint some career men ha 


voiced is that 4,900 Army officers are 
leaving the Army this year after being 
told they are no longer needed. All of 
them are captains and majors; but, as 
one lieutenant colonel asked, "Why can't 
one of the majors be promoted?"

Railroad 
test car 
is amazing 


TOPEKA, Kan. (AP) -The Santa Fe 


Railroad says it now has :he most 
sophisticated piece of equipment in 
existence for derecring trouble spots on 
track before they cause derailments or 
other problems. 


A specially equipped car —a converted 


private Santa Fe executive's car of about 
1940 vintage —takes a reading every 11 
inches as it travels along the track, 
measuring rune track conditions. 


"It's the only one like it on the books," 


said C. R. Xaeiin. Santa Fe's director of 
technical research and development. 
"There are other cars iike it, but not 
nearly as sophisticated." 


The car began its first big assignment 


Monday, a trip to Los Angles and back to 
collect data on Santa Fe's tracks to the 
West Coast. 


Officially dubbed the "Track 


Geometry Scientific Testing Car," it 
includes an instrumentation room, work 
shop, office and galley and has its own 
generators. It is self-sufficient except for 
locomotion. 


Special sensory devices attached to the 


wheels record such things as how far the 
rails are apart, roll and pitch of the car, 
alignment of rails and surface condition 
of the rails. Nine in-coders on the wheels 
feed information to a "GeoTrac" 
recorder in the instrumentation roomT 


Inside the car, a "gyro-stabilized 


pendulum" records the car's movement 
to give an indication of how much sway 
the track causes when cars pass over it. 


A computer now being programmed 


will be added to the car to provide tapes 
of the data collected on the runs. The 
"Geo-Trac" now provides a printout that 
shows every track deviation. 


The computer also will summarize 


defects and provide a printout for each 
mile of track tested. 


"To a railroader, all of this is 


something just unheard of," Kaelin 
said. 


Alioto enters race 
for California governor 


SAN DIEGO (AP) -Mayor Joseph L. 


Alioto of San Francisco, declaring him- 
self vindicated of charges that he once 
had ties with the Mafia, formally entered 
the 1974 race for governor of California 
today.

year-old Democrat said in an open letter 
to Californians prepared for distribution 
at a campaign breakfast here. 


Alioto promised to lead California to a

for others," he said. 


Alioto is the third Democrat to for- 


mally enter the contest for the seat being 
vacated by Republican Ronald Reagan. 
The others are Congressman Jerome 
Waldie of Antioch and William Matson 
Roth, scion of a San Francisco ship- 
ping-line family. 


Alioto blamed the Mafia allegations,

Siamese twins born in a cave three 
weeks ago were reported "doing very 
well" today by a spokesman at Kilu Ufi 
Government Hospital on Malaita Island.

of their chests to the umbilicus. The 
spokesman said they were feeding nat- 
urally from their mother. 


Reports from Malaita, the most 


populous of these southwest Pacific 
islands just east of New Guinea, say that 
no decision has been taken concerning 
the twins' future. 


Local authorities reportedly have 


approached the Australian government 
about flying the babies to Australia for 
tests and possible separation. 


The father, identified only as Laiam- 


bua and said to be a pagan priest in the 
remote village of Ngaliooru, has not seen 
the children. According to tribal custom, 
he must stay away from his wife and 
babies for 30 days after the birth. 


The mother, identified as Wataa, gave 


birth to the twins while alone in a cave 
and stayed there two days without as- 
sistance before going to the hospital, 
reports from Malaita said. 


Heavy rains prevented women from 


her village from reaching the cave. 


It is customary in the region for 


women to give birth alone away from 
their village.

Zealand, was among the first to learn 
about the Siamese twins.

Plot to kidnap shah 
of Iran uncovered 
TEHRAN, Iran (AP) —Security forces 


have uncovered a Marxist plot to kidnap 
the shah and members of his family and 
hold them hostage for the release of 
political prisoners, a government 
spokesman said today. 


The spokesman claimed that a foreign 


ambassador helped plan the plot but 
would not identify him. 


Twelve suspects have been arrested, 


including two women, the spokesman 
said.
